Sir Lewis Bagot (c.1461-1534) succeeded his father, also John, in 1490. Knighted at the marriage of 
Prince Arthur and Katherine of Aragon in 1501, he was sheriff of Staffordshire in 1506-7 and 1520- 
21 and was on the commission of the peace for much of his life from 1508. He was also one of the 
Staffordshire commissioners for the collection of the 1524 subsidy. He accompanied Henry VIII on 
his French expedition in 1513 and was summoned to attend him at the Field of Cloth of Gold in 
1520. At his death he held the Staffordshire manors of Colton (near Blithfield) and Field (in Leigh 
parish near Bramshall) as well as those of Blithfield and Bromley Bagot. He married five times. His 
first wife was Lucy, daughter of John Kniveton of Underwood, Derbyshire; his second was named 
Emma; his third was Anne (d. 1514), daughter of Sir Nicholas Montgomery of Cubley, Derbyshire; 
his fourth was Margaret, daughter of Richard Vernon; the identity of his fifth wife, who survived 
him, is unknown. The effigies of Anne and another wife appear on either side of his own effigy on 
his tomb in Blithfield church, with the head of a third appearing behind. His heir was his second 
surviving son, Thomas, who died in 1541 and was buried under an incised table tomb in Blithfield 
church showing the figures of himself and his wife, Jane, daughter of Richard Astley of Patshull, 
Staffordshire.
